Constructive Charity, 


It occasionallyhappens that a-thought by no means new is 


expressed so clearly and forcibly as to make it appear almost 


' original. Students of sociology and those workers who have 


been active in carrying on the work of organized charities have 
Jong realized that the true aim in helping others was to make 
them, sooner or later, independent 
and 
self-reliant. 


' But perhaps it remained 
for Major 
Edward Under- 


wood, who spoke recently at a congress of Salvation Army 
workers in Washington, to state the proposition more clearly 
than it is often expressed. He declared that-any social welfare 
or charity organization that is not working for its own elim- 
- ination is on the wrong track. He sought to make it clear that 
the only constructive charity is that which makes charity un- 
necessary. "Unless we keep constantly before qur mind's eye 
the day when charitable and social welfare work will no longer 
be necessary," he declared, "we cannot possibly perform such 
work in a really constructive manner." And then he ob- 
serves, without any apparent effort at emphasis, that in a 
rightly ordered world there would be no social welfare or char- 
itable organizations, because there would be no need of any 
such things. 


'One is inclined to believe that there has always been, and 


still remains, a iendancy to regard-giving in the name of 
charity, not as an opportunity, but as a duty to be somewhat 
grudgingly performed, the only appreciable satisfaction being- 
thai which results from what really may be a false sense of 
generosity selfishly indulged. We have too often been in- 
dined to rely upon the assurance that it is "more blessed ta 
give than to receive," even while giving carelessly and un- 
wisely and with no determination to make-such giving in any 
way constructive. It is a little difficult to see just what blessing 
can be expected from such careless charity. Unless the re- 
cipient is blessed, surely there can be no great reward to the 
giver, who too often sees to it that he parts only with that 
which he will miss the ieast. 
. And we all have much to.give of those things which we have 
received in abundance. As we give of these we are .blessed, 
aiid those who receive them are enriched and -helped. The in- 
clination is to believe that what is called constructive giving is 
not so easy as promiscuous giving. It is not. Wherever indi- 
vidual responsibility interposes itself, a somewhat simple task 
"becomes at once something demanding more than a nod of the 
Bead or the signing of a check. Suppose we follow our gifts, 
large or small, into the homes and into the hospitals to which 
they are sent.' Suppose, to the suppliant who is 'too often 
turned away from the door •with money to meet his immediate 
need, there is given also that word of friendly solicitude, that 
assurance of sincere interest and concern which may help 
more than mere alms. There is a way out of poverty and 
suffering, but it is hard for those who are struggling to see that 
way unaided and unadvised. 


There are very few among those who give generously and 


more or less systematically who cannot give, intelligently, and 
helpfully, more than they are now giving, not in money and 
clothing and food, but in true charity. This true charity, we 
have been reminded, is constructive charity, that which heals 
and cures the thing which careless giving only aggravaies and 
makes chronic.—Christian Science Monitor.

A group of radio .experts made a 


very important discovery which means 
a great deal to every radio fan since' 
,t will allow him to receivo tha broad- I 
caated programs more clearly 
and 


over greater distances. The discovery 
has to do with the acoustic properties 
of the radio headsets. If two violins 
or other musical 
instruments are 


playing In perfect unison, the- result? 
ing sound will be clearer and much 
louder than would be possible if the 
two instruments were' a bit "Out 
of 


step", out of tune, or out- of "reson- 
ance" as tho physicists say. It is 
also possible to gain an understand- 
ing of this phenomenon by consider- 
ing a note in the middle register of a] 
piano. This note is made by a single 
key striking three wires of exactly the 
same length and tension. -The result 
is a strong, clear note since the sound 
waves emitted by each wire are "in 
step" or in tune with each other and 
therefore they do not conflict. If they 
did conflict In tone the resulting musi- 
cal note would bo roushy and untrue 
at all times. Neither would it travel 
as far as the single, true tone-wave. 


Tha application of this to telephone 


headsets has mada it possible 
to 


greatly increase their sensitivity, and 
the clearness of the music or speech 
they reproduce. In a radio headset 
each receiver 
shoull 
be carefully 


matched in tone so that they will both 
emit vibrations of the same nature. 
The receivers must be "sound-mates" 
if the message is to be clearly under- 
stood. This la 
especially Important 


for distance headsets. Matched head- 
sets have been found to 
Increase 


the range ot radio receiving sets as 
they produce exactly the same tone at 
each ear. The human ear 
is more 


sensitive to vibrations of sympathetic 
nature.
